and the stickers and other devices 
for calling it to the attention of the 
country will show hat.

the righ to vote for president and 
vice president and for representa­ 
tion of the city in congress.

congress is the only board of alder­ 
men or any other 
form of 
city 
fathers* organization W ashington 
has, the people

have a spokesman of their own in 
a t least the house of representa­ 
tives. The handling of city affairs 
is regarded as so im portant by the 
house th at its rules set aside one 
legislative day each week for their 
consideration, yet no representa­ 
tive elected by the people of W ash­ 
ington sits in th a t body.
